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Half-Cuts 

A prominent member of the Faculty at Pennsylvania recently 
announced to his class that in future he would give full attendance 
to tardy students as he thought that half-cuts were childish. In 
commenting on his action the "Pennsylvanian" states that few men 
will take advantage of the promise and come late. They claim that 
tardiness is usually caused by legitimate causes. 

We are inclined to take issue with them on the point. In some 
cases it is quite true that men will be unavoidably late after attend- 
ing to some business in the interests of the undergraduate body or 
some other legitimate reason. Oftener, however, the students use 
the ten minutes grace between lectures to hold a social gathering 
and become so absorbed in conversation that the hour for com- 
mencement passes and the student enters late. Again, no great ef- 
forts are made to rise early to attend the first lecture, the student 
preferring to lose half his attendance rather than to unduly disturb 
himself. 

The removal of the half-cut rule would increase these offences 
in most cases since it would remove the restrictions that at present 
tend to keep the students to the mark. The attendance rule is not 
necessary for the student, that is legitimately absent, but if the col- 
lege is to train the men to be punctual some penalty must be impos- 
ed to prevent the man with time on his hands from falling into lax 
habits.

The memory of the personality and 
achievements of .1. I). .Morrow. Theol, 
'04, is still fresh in the minds of many 
McGill men. That he was one of the 
speediest rtlllllCl'S ever turned out by 
McGill Is shown by the fact that his 
record of r.fl 2-5 seconds for the 440 
yards still standst on tin- Intercollegiate 
hooks, This record was made in 1001, 
and is thus one of the longest stand- 
ing. 

I 'tiring his student days, Morrow was 
known as a practical joker of the high, 
est order. Olio story will suffice. 
While walking along the street one day, 
his boot-lace became untied. Hailing a 
ear. he put his fool up on the step, lied 
Ills lace, nodded lo the conductor and 
walked off. Many other eases of a 
similar nature might be ciled. 

Since graduation, the Rev. Mr. Mor- 
rdw has made use of his unusual 
powers In the building up of a strong 
church in Toronto, sometimes known as 
Ihi- Athletes' Church. The following 
account will show the difficulties he 
has faced and overcome in this work: 

Dale Presbyterian Church has cele- 
brated Its first diiy under the new roof. 
The church, tit the coiner of Queen 
street and llellwoods avenue, stands to- 
day a monument to the Indefatigable 
efforts of the pastor. The romance of 
Hale Church can he told in the en- 
deavors of the pastor, the devotion, the 
untiring zeal, the dogged nesH and en- 
ergy of Mr. Morrow. The Church's hi- 
ography is his biography. Five years of 
effort, a human will 



barriers of prejudice, opposition and in- 
difference, slowly raised the building 
from |ts foundations; until li stands to- 
day comparatively free from debt, and 
eomplelcd except lor the windows and 
Interior finish. 

When old St. Mark's became loo 
small, Mr. Morrow decided to build a 
largo church. The lot and tl legacy 
were donated by Mr. Dale. The legacy 
was disputed by a brother, and was in 
the courts for three years. A loan 
could not lie obtained, and Hie Presby- 
tery was antagonistic. Hut Mr. Mor- 
row was convinced that there was need 
In that pari of the city l'or a large new 
church, and started his 'campaign. 
Special services, concerts and appeals 
of all kinds were resorted to— a llinnlt- 
less campaign, it seemed. The parish- 
loners wen- poor people, but gave their 

mites. Mr. Morrow obtained |2,000 by 
sinning on the streets. The first sod 
was turned In the fall of 1909, but the 
church was In dehi. and the pastor 
was urged to sell it. Hut tic persisted. 
He went without food for ten days. 
Almost in despair, he went to the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. Sir John Gibson sign- 
ed a note for $2,S00, and the work went 
on. Ills Honor opened the basement 
three years ago. 

Then the Labor unions decided lo sec 
the project through. Bricklayers and 
plasterers gave their labors free, and 
the wills rose slowly. Blcotricianti and 
carpenters and la lin ts came, and floors 
appeared. The roof went on, and tile- 
layers are now nt work on it. The 
first holiday for live years taken by 
the pastor wiis last summer, when his 
health gave way, and a friend sent him 
to Florida to recuperate Pri vions to 
that he had undergone an operation in 
Montreal, the result of injuries received 
through overwork. The church, which 
was to have cost $85,000 when com- 
pleted, will contain :!:t rooms. Includ- 
ing receiving rooms, reading rooms and 
classrooms It boasts an acllve mem- 
bership of 160 at present, a Sunday 
school of 400, and a choir of 62. Mr. 
.Morrow is now appealing for $7u0 for 
the windows.
